Extract from the Journal of Mr. Par- 
sons, from the time when he left 
Jerusalem. 


May 8, 1821. At six in the morn- 
ing, left the holy city of Jerusalem, and 
arrived at Ramaa Iittle past mid-day. 
At the Greek Monastery, I was received 
with every expression of friendship.— 
After some refreshment, set out for Jaffa, 
and arrived before sun set. Saw by the 
way very extensive and neat cultivated 
fields of tobacco, vines cotton and grain. 
At Jaffa gate I was stopped by two Tur- 
kish soldiers in front of several cannon. 
One Turk stood at my right hand, and 
another at my left, with pistols and 
swords.. After waiting for half an hour, 
orders came from the Governor for per- 
mission to enter the city. The English 
consul received me into his family, and 
invited me to tarry a few weeks, for more 
decisive information concerning the pres- 
ent disturbances. In the evening visited 
the family of the Russian Consul, and 
found it in a most distressing situation. 
A few hours previous to my arrival, the 
Consul fled secretly from the city, and 
set sail for Constantinople. ‘This he did, 
they informed me, to save himself from 
the bloody knife of the Turk.

2! the immense basin of Lake Erie, 
ftd hear the roaring of the cataract ; and 
to whatever point of the compass you di- 
rect your view, you will perceive the 
most fertile regions in the world. The! 
embankment at Irondequat is a mile long, | 
greatly elevated, and a part of the way is 
composed of a narrow neck, which ap- 
pears as if it were arranged by nature for 
the express pnrpose of maintaining the 
level of the canal. From it you will en- 
joy a prospect when passing in the boats 
on the canal only to be exceeded by that 
of Lock Port. From Lock Port to Buf- 
falo, via the canal, is about thirty miles ; 
for one-third of this distance Tonewanta 
Creek will occupy the place of the canal 
and to Geneva River, a distance of 94 
miles, its principal supply will be derived 
from Lake Erie, 

It is impossible to form an estimate of 
the quantity or of the value of the com- 
modities ascending and descending the ca- 
nal—perhaps two or three millions of 
dollars before the termination of the sea- 
son; and 400 boats will be certainly em- 
ployed, if not alreagy, before that time.

CASES OF DELIRIUM. 
Facts illustrative of the Powers and Oppera- 
tions of the Human Mind in a 
Diseased State. 

Some years agoa farmer of fair char- 
acter, who resided in an interior town in 
New-England, sold his farm, with an in- 
tention of purchasing another in a differ- 
ent town.

MAJOR ANDRE. 

The following interesting statement respec- 
ting Major Andre is taken from Judge Jobuson’'s 
life ot Green.— Winyaw fuatel. 

“The following facts may be relied 
upon.

“It was an universal belief, as well in 
the British army as in the city of Charles- 
ton, alter its fall, that Andre had been 
in the city, in the character of a spy, du- 
ring the siege.

As Ferguson’s approach to the moun-

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military genius which was destined on 
the plains of New-Orleans to shed so 
much lustre on the American arms, Gen. 
Jackson, then fourteen years of age, took 
the field on the advance of Cornwallis. 
Little was it immagined, that the obscure 
stripling, who was contemptuously order- 
ed by a British officer to clean his boots, 
and sabred for his disobedjence, would 
be honored with the greatest triumph 
ever acquired over a British army. Hea- 
ven decreed to him a signal opportunity 
of appeasing the mane of a brother, and 
a mother, who perished through cruelty.

At the seige of Yorktown, when the 
approaches were pretty far carried on, 
the troops mounted guard in the trench- 
es by regiments. i'he Rhode-Island regi- 
ment mounted one night ata ime when 
the British kept up an incessant canonade 
of round, grape and-cannister shot.

When 
the relief came, the corporal found both | 
in the same position he had left them : | 
on demanding of the one sitting why he | 
did not rise, he answered laconically, “ [|

On examination Cuffee was really dead, 
a cannister shot having entered his head ; 
and poor Sambo had the bones of his leg 
and arm both terribly shattered. On car- | 
rying them within the lines, the surgeons 
found it necessary to amputate Sambo’s | 
leg : when the poor fellow was informed | 
of ithe, with a true heroic spirit replied, | 
** Well, come massa, take um off, say no 
more about um.” Having borne that 
with the patience of an Epictetus, he was 
informed it was absolutely necessary to 
take off his arm ; although under the 
most excrutiating pains, when the sur- 
geons began to condole with him on his 
peculiar misfortune, he exclaimed, ‘* Neb- 
er mind, massa, take um ofi—tank God, 
I got noder ieg and noder arm left for um 
yet.” Had he been a Roman instead of 
an African, how would he have been cel- 
ebrated !
